The so-called conference of» Republican 
leaders and workers at the Fisth-Avenue 
Hotel yesterday was a notable gathering, in- 
asmuch as it brought together so many con- 
spicuous representatives of the party from 
all ‘sections of the country to consuX to- 
gether in regard to the conduct of ‘the can- 
vass.

THE UTE AGREEMENT. 
Assuming that the semainder of the Ute 
chiefs will follow the example of the 


Uncompahgres in reluctantly signing the 
agreement which takes from them eleven 


-million acres of land, we may probably con- 


clude that one of the most serious Indian 
troubles of the year has been safely passed 
over or postponed. . Yet the best that’can be 
said of this vaunted settlement of the Ute 
problem is that it has cunningly used the 
outbreak of a single band of Indians to de- 
wpoll the whole tribe of their ancestral’ 
homes, in the alleged interests of peace for 
the future, No man,can pretend that the 
Utes have not as good & legal title to 
their entire reservation as any house-owner 
has. to his dwelling-place in New-York. 
Nor can it be questioned that-they are now 
going through the: process of surrendering 
this title against their protest, and by com- 
pulsion. “Yet so desperately unjust is the 
Nation’s treatment of Indians'that the anx- 
iety of many . persons. last. Winter was 
lest ' Congress should ‘ “not 
Sonurz’s plan of -land purchase, in which 
case it appeared probable that the surround- 
ing settlers would rush upon the reservation 
and occupy it by force: It is precisely such 
compulsory arrangements with Indians as 
the present, in which. greed. masquerades in 
the garments of. generosity, that have been 
fruitful of costly and cruel wars; . We be- 
wail the: selfishness: and’ cupidity of: past 
generations of office-holders and frontiers- 
men who combined in such wrongs, and 
then we imitate them in our own day, and 

urider the same plea of necessity. 
The Ute tribe was until lately one of the 
‘most peaceful and prospétous on the conti- 
nent—rich in lands. confirmed: to: them by 
treaty ‘‘ forever,” and rich in horses, as well 
as in their comfortable and sufficient annui- 
ties... The yearly reports of their agents 
showed that some the tribe were 
making progress in farming; that their lands 
Adapted for an ‘Indian reser- 


ratify . Mr. 


fought, and fought in traditional fashion. 


The business-like skill-with which this by 
no méans causeless outbreak of a few Indians 
has been utilized to force the whole tribe out 
of eleven-twelfths or nineteen-twentieths of 
their land is'a matter of history. Colorado 
called for extermination, and compromised 
on confiscation. * A selected body of chiefs 
was called td Washington, and, after being 
cowed by the sight of mobs at the stations in 
Colorado, yelling for their blood, were lion- 
ized and feasted: at Washington as. people 
who were going to sell their lands. Then 
troops were moved into the territory, to be- 
gin. hostile. operations in the Spring, 
as the chiefs were ‘told, unless the 
contract to sell was made. They were 


“also assured that the settlers would rush in 


as soon as the grass grew, and that. then the 
Utes would lose both the land and the 
money offered for it, .They were promised 
that the agreement should not be ‘binding 
unless freely ratified by the tribe; and, to 
make matters easier, a provision was insert- 
ed for large special ‘presents to deserving 
chiefs, (and who more deserving than they ?) 
and $1,000 a year was settled on their lead- 
er, Ouray. Thus bullied arid bribed, they 
yielded and signed. Congress went to work, 
as soon as they were gone from the city, 
and, without consulting them, altered the 
agreement to its fancy. When the 
Commissioners. took. the agreement to 
Los. Pinos, it was rejected unani- 
mously—the Indians, protested against be- 
ing driven upon small severalty farms, 
with no hunting grounds in common, and 
they objected; also, to’ the: character of the 
lands. picked out for them. The United 
States Commissioners, in reply, offered them 
these terms or none, and notified them that 
that protection from trespass. to which they 
were éntitled by solemn treaty could not 
henceforth be relied: on. The chiefs then 
signed, rather than be robbed and ruined. 
Now the Cofimissioners have gone to give 
the same “free choice” to the Southern 
Utes. And yet, such is our dealing with 
Indians that this Ute’ ‘agreement is claimed 
as a triumph of humanity and justice, and 
many good friends of the red men are 
anxious for its success lest the alternative 
should be Ute extermination.

ing about the house, 

The damage done to carpets, dresses, and 
furniture by the constant and inevitable up- 
setting of bottles of liquid blacking must be 
enormous, but it is. of comparatively small 
consequence by the side of the demoraliza- 
tion and domestic wretchedness caused 
by the same infamous “means. . The 
most curious thing ‘in connection with this 
blacking is that it does not black ‘shoes, but 
only colors them’ a dull: and dirty brown. 
Nevertheless, our women cling to it and be- 
lieve in itto an extent explicable only on 
the theory of direct Satanic . influence. '. The 
woman who has oncg yielded to the fascina-. 
tion of the blacking’ bottle seldom reforms, 
and she drags down to ruin with her the help- 
less husband and the unoffending children.
